Second Earthquake In Peru

An 
emergency airlift today rushed doc­ 
tors. medical supplies and food to 
the ancient Andes city of Cuzco, 
devastated Sunday bv a 12-second 
earthquake At least 50 persons wen 
reported killed and 178 others in­ 
jured in the once-thriving seat of 
Inca civilization 
Penis President Manuel Odria 
Amoretti dispatched rescue crews to 
the stricken city, 340 miles south­ 
east of Lima. The Peruvian health 
director called on all available doc­ 
tors and nurses to go to Cuzco at 
once. 
The quake, which struck at I 45 
pm 
(EAT.), sent many of the 
city's 45.000 residents rushing into 
the streets while centuries-old stone 
buildings crashed down 
Terrified 
citizens knelt in prayer before a 
statute of Christ in Cuzco’s main 
plaza, a radio broadcast from the 
isolated provincial capital said, 
Until the rescue parties search 
the Cuzco ruins the number of cas­ 
ualties will not be known, but a 
radio broadcast, from there late last 
night said the deaths “have risen 
to 50“ and the number of injured to 
178. 
A government communique said 
the nearby town of San Sebastian 
abo had been hit by the quake and 
had suffered heavy damage. 
The communique said the casu­ 
alty toll in Cuzco probably would 
have been far greater except for the 
fact that some 15.000 persons were 
i watching a football game in the 


town 
stadium 
when

believed hurt

THRONG VISITS 
BATTLEFIELD 
OVER WEEKEND 


The ideal weather Sunday brought 
thousands of visitors to Gettysburg, 
local observers reporting that the 
visitation was the best thus far this 
year. 
The week-end total, bused on the 
number of guided trip* over the 
battlefield, was slightly lower, how - 
ever, than the two preceding week­ 
ends, but observers said that the 
number who toured the battlefield 
without guides was larger than usual, 
upsetting the formula used by the 
Park Service in arriving at tourist 
estimates. 
Superintendent Report* 
Vernon S Lunt, superintendent of 
the 
National 
Cemetery, rejyirted 
that there were 56 guided tours of 
the battlefield Saturday and 91 on 
Sunday Thirte* n buses brought 460 
persons here Saturday and nine 
buses accounted for 258 more on 
Sunday Estimating four persons to 
a car, wd’h only one out of every 
eikht cars employing a guide, this 
gave the total visitation for Satur­ 
day as 2,252, and Sunday, 3.170. 
The week-end figure added up to 
5,422, compared with 5.707 the pre­ 
vious week-end, and 5.736 two weeks 
ago. 
Based on an average of 40 persons 
to a bus, more than 4 000 persons 
came to Gettysburg last Monday 
through Sunday by this means of 
transportation. The bus travel was 
particularly heavy all week. Monday, 
May 15, there were 17; Tuesday, 12; 
W'xinesday, 25; Thursday, ll; FYi- 
day, 14; Saturday, 13. and Sunday, 
nine.
